Fir** at the brooder house on 
the* property of Clarence Hilty, 
South Washington 
street, mis­ 
taken for a burning Ku Klux 
Klan cross, 
gained considerable 
headway Sunday evening before 
an alarm was turned in for the 
Gettysburg fire department. 
When the firemen arrived, they 
found the brooder shed beyond 
saving, and directed their efforts 
toward preventing adjacent build­ 
ings from catching fire. 
According to James B. Aumen, 
fire chief, only fifteen of the 500 
t hicks in the brooder were saved. 
The fire wa - first seen at about 
the same time that approximately 
fifty masked and hooded members 


of the Ku Klux Klan were march­ 
ing toward St. Paul’s A. M. E. 
Zion church on South Washing­ 
ton street, to attend the Sunday 
evening service there. 
At first, 
residents in- the vicinity of the 
Hilty home believed 
the 
light 
from the fire to be coming from a 
burning Klan cross, and gave it 
only passing notice. 
When the brooder house blazed 
up, however, the mistake was dis­ 
covered and the fire department 
called out. 
The Klan members proceeded 
to the church where they attend­ 
ed the service and presented the 
pastor, the Rev. R. J. Frazier, 
with a purse. 


Mrs. E. C. Cronk, known through­ 
out the United States for her work in 
behalf of the mission hoard of the 
United Lutheran Church of America, 
died at the Lankenau hospital, Phila­ 
delphia, Saturday night after suffer­ 
ing a second stroke of paralysis last 
Monday. 
Mrs. Cronk had suffered a stroke 
shortly before Christmas while on a 
lecture tour to Williamsport, and aft­ 
er spending some time in the Wil­ 
liamsport hospital she had been taken 
to Philadelphia, where she underwent 
treatment and was thought to have 
been on the road to partial recovery. 
Katharine Scherer Cronk 
was 
a 
member of a family widely known in 
the Lutheran church in the south. Her 
father, the Rev. John Jacob Scherer, 
of the class of ’52, Gettysburg col­ 
lege, was the founder and president of 
Colorado college, 
Columbus, Texas, 
and of Marion college, Marion, Vir­ 
ginia. 
The Rev. M. G. G. Scherer, 
I). D.f secretary of the United Lu­ 
theran church, New York city, is a 
cousin. 
Mrs. Cronk was one of the best 
known missionary workers in Amer­ 
ica. 
Beginning with the introduction 
of new and attractive methods in the 
mission church in Atlanta, Georgia, 
which was her husband’s first charge, 
she was soon engaged in general mis­ 
sionary w’ork until her services were 
claimed by the Women’s Missionary 
Society of the United Lutheran church 
in which she was general secretary of 
the Light Brigade, and by such gen-

cises. 
The church, which was founded in 
1*22, was conducted as a union church 
by the Lutheran and Reformed con­ 
gregations until 1875. 
The 
early 
founders of the church are unknown, 
due to the fact that the records which 
had been filed in the court house 
were burned many years ago. 
In 
1875 the Lutheran congregation took 
complete charge of the building and 
hat conducted it since that time. 
In his dedicatory sermon 
in 
the 
morning the Rev. Dr. Hoover outlined 
the ideal of holiness 
and

a re-dedication of life as well as of 
the building. In the sermon delivered 
at the evening service Doctor Hoover

Captain William H. R. Neel as he 
celebrated his ninety-first birth­ 
day in Philadelphia, Saturday. 
He is in good health and looks 
as young as a man of 
60. 
He 
helped recruit 
the 
ninety-fifth 
regiment. Pennsylvania Zouaves, 
in 1861. 
He has an enviable war 
record, having been detailed as 
signal officer by General McClel­ 
lan and serving in that capacity 
on the staff of several corps com­ 
manders. 
The last year of his 
service was spent as a member of 
General Hancock’s staff. 
Today 
he is the only 
survivor of that 
staff. 
Captain Neel frequently was 
commended for valuable informa­ 
tion obtained in his line of duty 
and was the recipient of

from the 
War Depart­ 
ment for valuable service. 
At the Battle of Gettysburg he 
was present on each day of the
